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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 3 are presented for examination. 



Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 . 83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the receiving the processing relevant 
information must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the processing relevant information 
generator must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the state information generator must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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7. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

8. The limitation of, "receiving the processing relevant information including a processing 
method" is not specifically identified and/or defined in the specific. The specification does state 
receiving information but the Applicant has not stated which piece of information is considered 
"relevant information". Furthermore, there seems to be multiple types of "processing methods" 
and it is also unclear as to which "processing method" the Applicant is attempting to claim. 

9. The limitation of, "processing object" is not specifically identified and/or defined in the 
specification. The Applicant does mention a processor in the paragraphs as the "processing 
object" but it is unclear if the Applicant means for the processor and the "processing object" to 
be one in the same entity. 

10. The limitation of, "processing state information generator" is not specifically identified 
and/or defined in the specification. The Applicant does mention a processor, which could be 
interpreted as a "processing state information generator". Applicant is asked to confirm or deny 
this assumption with an explanation as to what does constitute a "processing state information 
generator" in the Applicant's invention. 
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1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

13. The term "relevant information" in claims 1 - 3 is a relative terms, which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "relevant" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. 

14. The term "this information" in claims 1 - 3, is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "this" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. It is assumed by the Examiner that the 
Applicant means the "relevant information" when "this information" is written. Applicant is 
asked to confirm or deny this assumption with an explanation or reference to the specification 
that could support the meaning of "this information". 

1 5. Claim 3 recites the limitation "the function". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

16. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

17. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen et al. U.S. 
Patent No. 5751719 (hereinafter Chen). 

18. Referencing claim 1, as closely interpreted by the Examiner, Chen teaches a providing 
system of processing relevant information comprising: 

19. a processor for receiving the processing relevant information including a processing 
method through a communication network and performing predetermined processing with 
respect to a processing object on the basis of this information, (e.g. col. 9, lines 25 - 50, 

"RETRANSMIT state 

20. a processing relevant information generator for generating said processing relevant 
information and supplying this information to said processor through the communication 
network, (e.g. col. 10, lines 26 - 64, "state processing component")-, and 

21 . processing state information generator for generating information showing a detected 
processing state of said processing object, and supplying this information to said processing 
relevant information generator through the communication network, (e.g. col. 10, lines 26 - 64, 
"state processing component")', 
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22. wherein said processing relevant information generator corrects said processing relevant 
information on the basis of said processing state information supplied from said processing state 
information generator, (e.g. col, 10, lines 26 - 64, "state processing component"). 

Conclusion 

23. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

24. a. Olarig U.S. Patent No. 6057863 discloses Dual purpose apparatus, method and 
system for accelerated graphics port and fibre channel arbitrated loop interfaces. 

25. b. Rieger et al. U.S. Patent No. 5790574 discloses Low cost, high average power, 
high brightness solid state laser.
